Where Should City Hall Be Built 


It seems to us that one of the important things to consider 
in connection with the loeation of the proposed new city hall 
is this: ; 

Why build up a new business district to the detriment of 
a business section already existing? 

This is one reason why we favor erection of the proposed 
new city hall on the site of the present police station and ad- 
joining property. Would it not be much better to improve a 
business block that needs modern buildings than to cause fur- 
ther detriment to that district (and the business section as a 
whole) by creating another vacancy and erecting a new build- 
ing at another point outside the business district? This would 
be the result of-erecting the proposed new city hall at the See- 
ond avenue and D street location. Do Upland residents want 


street and A street the appearance of a ‘‘ghost town?’’ Vacant 
buildings and old frame structures will do it. If the eity hall 
is built there it will be the means of replacing three old build- 
ings with a much better structure. 

Outstanding improvements in this section during the past 
year or two are the new Santa Fe station and the new office 
building of the O-K Fruit Exchange. Why not further im- 
prove the district by erecting a new city hall there? Within 
a few years Upland will probably get a new federal post office 
building. Ample space for this could be secured on the west 
side of the intersection at A street and Second avenue. just 
across the street from this location. This would mean further

It is near stores, banks, telephone, eleetrie light and 
gas offices and the post office, thus making it necessary to park 
ear only once to attend to such business and also do your 
shopping. 

Parking facilities are as good or better than at the location 
at D street and Second avenue. Second avenue is narrow at 
the latter location and most of the day many cars are parked 
on both sides of the street on Second avenue adjoining the site. 

The latter location adjoins the public library. It is not un- 
usual for many undesirable persons to gather about the city 
¢eourt when trials are in progress there, not a desirable condi- 
tion near a library or im a residential distriet. At times in- 
mates of the city jail also cause more or less disturbance. 

Present plans call for a WPA project, but we understand 
there is no indication the project will be approved as such, in 
which ease the architects would not have to be paid for their 
services in drawing the plans. Under such eireumstances 
plans for another kind of building to fit the location between A 
and Ninth streets would entail no more expense than if the 
present plans were accepted and paid for. = 

The fact that the site at Second avenue and D street was 
voted some twenty or twenty-five years ago as a location for 
eity buildings has been given as an argument against erecting 
the proposed new city hall at any other lecation. However, 
while the ordinance adopted at that time reserved that partic- 
ular location as a place for erecting city buildings, there is no 
elause im it prohibiting the erection of city buildings at some 
other site. . 

The site at Second avenue and D street is very attractive 
as a small park. Erection of a city hall there would necessi- 
tate taking out some of the beautiful trees now there. Up- 
land needs more such parks instead of less.

The learned doe- 
tor carried on an experiment on eight young men, they hav- 
ing been told, however, that he was making a study of air con- 
ditions, for. says the doctor: ‘‘If they had known that it was 
the size of the noon lunch we were studying, their bias one way 
or the other would doubtless have shown up in the results.”’ 
To make the deception more effectiveg-and keep the men con- 
¥ineed a study of air conditioning was being made—detailed 
records of temperature, humidity, air flow and barometric 
pressure were kept. 

On half of the days—-seattered promiseuously throughout 
the month—the men were given a full sized meal, with trays of 
bread and platters of ‘‘seconds’’ in front of them. Thus they 
could eat all they wanted. On the other days they were giv- 
en a dairy lunch of somewhat restricted portions--and with 
no second helpings. 

As to the results, the doctor says: 

“Then starting at 1 o’clock in the afternoon we gave them 
tests to find out how much more capable of doing mental work 
they were on the days they had eaten the light meals. The re- 
sults were almost spectacular, and more than vindicated the 
habit of those business and professional persons who eat light- 
ly at noon. 

“In correctly recalling addresses memorized only a half 
hour previously, for instance, these men were 22 per cent bet- 
ter on light meal afternoons. Accuracy in purely mental ad- 
dition, without the aid of paper and pencil, was 25 per cent 
better after the light meal than after the heavy one. 
the heavy meals, attention fluctuated almost 70 per cent more.”’ 

The stomach in a gorged status, Dr. Laird explains, sucks 
blood away from the brain, which “‘leaves the head in no con- 
dition to do much else than sleep—as many persons know to 
their sorrow early in the afterncon.”’ ; 

Reeommending a hearty breakfast, a light lunch and an 
ample dinner for work days, the psychologist would make no 
exception of Sunday. ‘‘The usual Sunday stuffing at noon 
leaves one groggy and poor company the remainder of the 
day.

covering the affairs of the super- 
visors and the purchasing agent. 

Concerning the purchasing phase 
of the county government, the 
grand jury reported the following: 

“Considerable discussion was 
held as to methods followed in 
making county purchases. _ The 
Policy is to give frst preference to 
Jocal firms even though a small 
premium be paid in such purchas- 
es. All purchases involving large 
amounts are advertised, nominal 
amounty are not publicized but re- 
quest for bids are sent to firms 
definitely in the line of business 
for the articles to be purchased 
who have requested that they be 
permitted to bid. We feel that it 
is entirely within the power of this 
grand jury to write a letter of 
commendation to the board for 
their policy of giving particular 
preference to local firms, 

“As @ result of a meeting of the 
committee with the board of super- 
visors we feel that we have a 
group of conscientious, efficient 
men in office who are giving their 
best efforts to maintain a business- 
like administration of county af- 
fairs.” 

The grand jury also went into 
the matter of county officers em- 
ploying relatives. The report on 
this follows: 

“Discussion was held concerning 
the policy of the board of super- 
visors and county officers in gen- 
eral, relative to the employment of 
more than one member from the 
same family. The supervisors 
themselves have supervision only 
over the hiring of employes in their 
own department, purchasing agents 
departments and thé highway and 
welfare department. All other 
county employes are hired and sup- 
ervised by the elective officers in 
their respective departments. The 
policy of the board itself in those 
Gepartments where they have di- 
rect control, ts to hire only one 
employe from the same family and 
their understanding ig that the 
same procedure is followed in prac- 
tically all other. departments ex- 
cept at certain periods of the year 
when there is temporary need of 
extra help.”

AMENDMENT TO OLD AGE SECURITY ACT BY 
GODFREY ANDREAS 


AMENDMENT TO OLD AGE SECURITY ACT—A. B. No. 1, by Mr. 
Andreas and forty-eight others, (Chapter 405)—A number of beneficial 
changes have been made in the Old Age Security Act. Some objectionable 
features have been removed, so the act taken as a whole shows considerable 
improvement over the former law, although as yet it is far from being ideal. 
No longer shall an applicant for aid be considered a pauper, nor shall any 
warrant drawn in payment of aid contain any reference to indigency or 
pauperism. Applicant can own real property, the assessed value of which 
is not more than three thousand dollars, :o does not have to execute a mort- 

e on the little home; nor is he compelled to be entirely without income, 
or under the new law an outside income of fifteen dollars a month is allowed; 
applicant is permitted to own personal property up to five hundred dollars in 
value, and personal property shall not include policies of insurance which 
have been in effect for at least five years and not exceeding the amount of 
one thousand dollars.
